flexible member is installed in the open end of the bar and snaps back to its orig^ 
position when the projecting mendier is placed within and extends throi^ the q>erture in 
the sidewali of the bar,

end connected to the end cap and a free end oppo^ the fixed end, the free end inchiding 
an aperture engaging-member for operatively engaging the apertore in the sidewall of the 
bar, wherein the end cap defines a peripheral edge and a flat truncated sui&oe along the 
peripheral edge«

15. (Previously Presented) A device fi» securing a bar to a trashcan, the bar 
including open ends and defining a sidewall having an ^>ertuie in the sidewall, the device 
comprising: 

a fiutener plug mountable to the open ends of the bar, die ftstener phig including 
an end cap and a plurality of discs q>aced apart and connected to the end c^) by at least 
one rib, the end cap defining a peripheral edge and a flat surface edge along the 
pcripbenl edge, the fastener phig inchiding an extension member extendiqg outwardly 
from the end cap and aooss the plurality of discs^ the extension member having a fixed 
end connected to the end cap and a fioe end <9posite the fixed ^ the fi^ 
an aperture cngi^g-member tar operativdy engiging the aperture in the sidewall of the 
bar, and wherein the plurality of discs define a flat surfioe edge» the extension member 
extending across the flat sur&oe edge. 

16. ^tevioudy Presented) A device fi)r securing a bar to a trashcan, the bar 
including open ends and defining a sidewall having an aperture in the sidewall, the device 
comprising: 

a fiisteaer plug mountable to the open ends of the bar, the fiutener phig including 
an end cap and at least one disc spaced apart and ooonected to the end cap, the ftstener 
phig including an extension member extending outwardly from the end cap and across 
the at least one disc, the extensicMi member having a fixed end connected to the end cap 
and a free end opposite the fixed end, the flee end including an aperture engi^mg- 
member for operatively eng^jng the q>erture m the sidewall of the bar, wherein the 
aperture engaging member defines opporiiig columns joined together by a rib» the 
opposiaog cohmms and rib form an inclined surGice.

covering and sealing the open end of the bar, and a body extending from said end cap, 
said body bdqg adqned to mate with an interior wall of the bar, said phig fUitfaer 
including only one flexible extension member having an end fixed to said pli^ and a free 
end opposite said fixed end, said one flexible extension m^nber including at least a 
portion thereof extending between and within a space defined by said end cap and a 
portion of said body that is spaced farthest from said end cap, said free end induding an 
qwture engaging member for operatively engaging an ^Msture in a sidewall of the bar to

23. (Withdrawn) The device as set forth in daim 21, wherein said hody is a 
substantialty solid, qdindrical body having a first end fisml to mi end cs9 and a second 
end spaced apart 6om said first end, and wfaeidn said flexible extension meniber extends 
from a position near said second end of said body towards said end cap such that said end 
of said flexible member fixed to said pl^g is fixed to sml body. 
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
